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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to applicant's arguments regarding 
the Komori reference fails to distinguish a low noise amplifier including an LC resonance circuit having an inductor and a capacitor, 
wherein a capacitance of the capacitor is adjusted using a control voltage provided by the PLL thereby change a resonance frequency of 
the LC resonance circuit. 

The examiner also notes that the applicant has cited Fig.1 of the Komori reference illustrates LC resonance circuitry wherein the 
capacitances are varied by the corresponding control voltage. The applicant has indicated Fig.1 as prior art, however the examiner refers 
to the teachings of Komori as Fig.1 capacitances varied to the applied voltage as well known to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

With respect to the applicant's arguments regarding the control voltage input to the Local oscillator, Fig.5 of the Komori reference 
(Col.6 line 2-6) discloses wherein a VCO receives the control from a PLL. 
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
